Thomas Hewitt Stricken With 
Typhoid Fever. 

Becomes Irrational and Takes a 
Murderous Bent 



Nkwaitk.-N. J„ Axxg. SO-In a little 
two-story house on Davis avenue, 
Kearney, an awful trapedy occurred at 
two o'clock Sunday morning, resulting 
In the death of one man, the probable 
death of his wife and brother-in-law, 
and an -attempted murder of four chil- 
dren. Thomas Hewitt, the central fig- 
ure lntthe tragredy, lived on the second 
floor with iiis wife, Adel, and four chil- 
dren and Kred Purcell, his wife's 
brother, a young man 32 years of age, 
Three weeks ago Hewitt was compelled 
to quit work Iwckusc of his illness. 
Alters, the family physician, diagni 
the case as typhoid fever, and 
week a^'n Hewitt was compelled to take 
to his bed. The family was poor aud 
couia not hawe fa doctor in daily at- 
tendance, but he left word to be sent 
for If any change occurred in the 
patient's condition . 

Saturday nlgirt at 11 o'clock Hewitt 
became irrational and called on his 
wife, -who was in constant attendance, 
to pray for htm. She was about to 
call her brother, who was asleep with 
the children in another room, when 
the ipatient dropped into a heavy slum- 
ber. The wile, who was fatigued by 
her long vigil, grasped the opportunity 
to take a little sleep, and threw herself 
wearily on the lied with the children. 
Two hours tarter she was startled by a 
noise in her husband's room, and, peer- 
ing through a small window, she was 
horrified to see him standing in the 
center of the room, nude, with hia 
andeneiothea lying on the floor in 

liefotw she could move he rushed into 
the room, and to where she sat on the 
tide of the bed. and said: "Del. my hour 
has come; I have got to die. For God's 
take, pray far me." 

The next instant he darted out of the 
room into the kitchen, and before his 
wife divined hia intention, he reap- 
peared with a large carving knife in 
iii.s hand. Fright rendered the terri- 
fied woman speechless and unable to 
move, and in the next instant he 
plunged the long, keen blade into her 
shoulder, inflicting a wound six inches 
long. A* he raised the knife for an- 
jther Mow, Mrs. Hewitt grasped the 
blade with her left hand, and he drew 
It away, alwiost severing the hand in 
two. 

All this happened in less time than it 
takes to relate it, and not a sound 
escaped, but Mrs Hewitt s brother was 
.roused, and grasping the situation, 
rushed to save his sister from her 
maniac husliand. 

The latter, with a power born of 
henry, threw Durcell to the floor like 
i child, and, pouncing upon him, drove 
the knife through the prostrate man's 
shoulder into his left breast. Again 
He raised the knife, and l'ureell. like 
hia sister, attempted to ward off the 
Mows with his right hand, with the re- 
mit that his fingers were almost 
levered from the hand. 

Turning from Pitroell, Hewitt rushed 
to the room where his children were
